In Baruch’s Plan 


MOSCOW, (AP) The Soviet 
magazine New Times declared Fri- 
day that three basic flaws exist in 
Bernard Baruch’s plan for atomic 
energy control and exclaimed that 
his recommendation for continued 
United States production of atom 
bombs disclosed “where the dog lies 
buried.” 

(Baruch resigned Jan. 4 as United 
States member of the United Na- 
tions atomic commission. He inform- 
ed President Truman that “T see no 
reason why this country should not 
continue the making of bombs 
pending ratification of a treaty for 
international atomic controls.) 

The Soviet publication said 
the three flaws were 

1. The proposed internationa! at 
omic energy authority would be in- 
dependent of the United Nations 
security council in its activities and 
would be dominated by the United 
States as has been the U.N 

2. Atomic energy as envisaged by 
Baruch would operate like a “real 
world atomic trust’ which could dis- 
pose of all resources and run all the 
work on atomic energy in al] coun- 
tries 

3. Baruch proposed to delay in- 
definitely the transfer to the atomic 
authority control of work being done 
in the United States in the sphere 
of atomic energy 

New Times said the security coun- 
cil would be the agency under the 
U.N. charter to approve sanctions 
against any country producing at- 
omic bombs in violation of an inter-
